ſtendome, for the nomber, and excellency of men leatned 
in all faculties, qualified with extraordinary gifts, both for 
Church and Common- wealth: ſuch as were, (to omit other 
Faculties) in Divinitie, Bacon, Barley, Scotiu, Ocebam, Pecebam, 
Bradwardine,with diverſe otherszand by example of theſe, aſ. 
wel as by the ſtrict Diſcipliue of that Houle, this Jo. Wrebb fe, 
nothing ioferiour vnto any ofthe former,cither in quicknes 
of apprehenſion, ſharpnes of wit,ſhorrnes of deliuery, great. 
nes of induſtrie, ſtoutnes of courage, and variety ot all kinde 
of good learning: and aboue them all in a full knowledge 
of the truth of the Golpel, and conſtant defenſe of the 
ſame, vntothe ende: amidſt ſo many troubles, vexations, 
_ accuſations, imputations and calummations ſo many denun. 
ciations,excomunications, Anathemaesand Curſes ſolemn- 
ly pronoũced againſt him, at London, and at Oxford,by Arche 
biſhops,Biſhops, and Popes; ſo that he was neuet free from 
their e God/evermore hleſled be his name) tur- 
ned into bleſſings, at may appeare,by the ſequeale of his life 
and docttine. He was beloved of all good men for his good 
life, and greatly admired of his greateſt aduerſaries, for his 
learning and knowledge, both in Diuinity & humanity, He 
writ ſo many large yolumes in both, as it is almoſt incredible, 
He ſeemed to follow, inthe whole courſe of his ſludies the 
methode of the Schoole men: and amongſt them hee was a. 


k 3 pro- 
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rofeſſed follower of Occham; by reading of x hoſe leatned 
okes, and ſundry others which lived about the ſame time, 
or not long beforezſuch as were Bradwardiae, Mar ſiluu, Guide 
S. Amore, Abelardus, Armac hanu, and that true great Clearke 
Rob. Greſtbead. God gaue him grace, to ſee the tructh of his 
Golpel, and by ſeeing of it, to loth all ſuperſtition and Po- 
perie. Ol Occham,& Alarſilis, he was informed of the Popes 
intruſions & vſurpations vpon kings, their Crownes & dig 
nitics;of G. de S. Amore, and Armachauuu, hee learned the 
ſundry abuſes of and Friart, in vpholding this vſur⸗ 
ped poweriby eAbelard and others he was grounded in the 
right faith ofthe Sacrament of the Lords Supper. by Brad- 
wardme,in the nature of atrue ſole-iuſtifying faith, againſt 

merit-mongers and Pardoners, Pelagiaut, and * er Finall 

by reading Greſbheadi workes, in wh6 he ſeemed to be m 
converfant he deſcried the Pope to be open Antichriſt, 
letting the Goſpell tobe preached, and by placing vnable 
vnfit men in the Church of God, He paſſed thorough al de- 
grees in this famous Vniverſity very commendably, writing 
and ſpeaking many things againſt the then corrupted do- 
Qrineof the Church of Rome. His many Poſitions were 
chiefly directed againſt the Orders of the Begging Friars, 
which were his profeſſed enemies, and all forraine and vſur- 
ped Iuriſdiction ofthe Pope, By which meanes he purchaſed 
vnto hiwmſeclfe the favour of all good men. Thereaſon was 
this;he lined in a time, xhen the Friars orders,by their mani - 
fold diſorders were become exceeding odious, and the Popes 
Iuriſdiction by Proviſions, Relervations, and Collations ve - 
ry intolerable. This made way vnto thoſe excellent Statutes 
Lawes and Acts of Parliament of Premwnire , againſt Previ- 
ſert, and the Abuſes of Begging Friars, which ſo bridled and 
reſtrained the Peper auctority that he could but litle pre vaile 
here in England during the raigne of X. Edw, the 3. & Rich, 
the z.[n making of theſe lawes Wickiſfe had 2 ſtroke, 
maintaining verie learnedly and ſtoutly the Kings _— 
: 
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Mon, tone, and dignitie,by the lawes Ciuil Canon and 
Com non. And for this teatõ he was by one King ſent Em- 
balladour into forraine parts, & by an other conſulted here 
at home. Ne vrged the Common law molt ofal other lawes 
for maintenance of his We cer hee tooke great de- 
light, and had good die ctions from time to time fromthe 
reuerend ludges and Sages of the law, He was ant fo much 
hatedotthe Cl but hee was as much favoured by the 
State Temporal. He was openly defended by King Edward 
and that noble Dake Lac aſter, and ſecretly abetted and 
maintained by King Ricbard whole Chaplaine he appeared 
to haue beene, notwithſtanding hee hewed him but little 
countenance outwardly during his ininoritie, T wiſe was he 
conucted before the By ſhops, and thriſe ſummoned to ap- 
peare. The firſt time hee eſcaped by the Dake, the ſecond 
time by meanes of a meſſenger t hat came from the Queese. 
The third time he voluntarily abſeuted himſelſe, bec auſe he 
knewe the Byſhops had plotted his death by the waie, deui- 
fing the meanesand encouraging men thervnto. Notwith 
ſtanding al their deuiſes and plotts, he lived a longetime 
without death, bonds, baniſhment or impriſonment, beth 
writing,teaching,and preaching,optly.in their Schooles & 
Syuagogues, drawing both Prince and people,Schollers & 
others, and al the world almoſt afterhim.He began to de- 
fend his opinions when hee was verie yong, and continued 
tel he was verie old, conſtantly retaining and maintaining 
the lame, ſome fe excepted which he reformed and refin- 
ed more and more, as he grew in ycates and knowledge. He 
was Docter of Diumitie almoſt zo. yeates, and for ſome fewe 
yeares Parſon of Lutter worth in Leceſter. ſbere. Ne had ſo ne- 
times before beene fellow of Merton, and Maſter of Ballioll 
Colledge & (as ſortie write )beneficed in Oxferd. He began to 
be famous, about the yeate of our Lord 1360. & died in the 

eate of grace13 8. in high fauour both with God & men, 
in his life time. i finde but of one or two that wrot againſt 


him, which alſo demeaned themſelues very reſpectfully, & 
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as became Diuine:. But after his death manie,1 may ſaiethe 
whole hoſt and toſt of Moonksand Friars beganne to praie 
moſt cowardly vpon his dead corps, diſgorging to praie 
macks and the verie gaule of bitternes paint his parſon & 
doctrine. But :mongit al others, Fear Walden, hath both ſhã- 
fully and wropgfully belied him in {ur diy paſſages ofthis 
evorkes;as bang doth appeare by my Apolegie , and fart her |
